WHAT IS IT? : 


N June, 1904, Rev. John Antle, ina 16-ft. boat built by his*own 
hands made a voyage from Vancouver to Alert Bay and back 
calling at the lumber camps and settlements, covering alto- 

gether, a distance of over 500 miles. : 


_ At that time there were 3,000 men living along the coast, 
chiefly in the lumber camps cut off from the comforts of 
civilization, destitute of medical or surgical aid, and almost entirely 
lacking the privileges and influences of religion. 

He conceived the idea that the only way to help these men

was to equip a boat as a hospital and dispensary, with lending 
library and facilities for religious services, and to establish 
hospitals along the coast at suitable intervals. 

Accordingly the ‘Columbia I. was launched in April, 1905 
and with Mr. Antle in charge and Dr. W. A. B. Hutton as Surgeon, 
started on her Mission in May of the same year.

Three years afterwards this Hospital, was enlarged 
tO Couples ites capacity sii Order tomcares tor the, patients, 
In September, 1910, it was destroyed by fire, but a fine new 
hospital has been erected by the Mission on the same site 
at a cost of $14.000, and named St. Michael’s.

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COLUMBIA HOSPITAL, VAN ANDA. 


In the spring of 1907, the Tacoma Steel Company, proprietors 
of the Marble Bay Mine, Van Anda, offered to supply a building 
for a hospital if the mission would equip and operate it. This offer 
was accepted by the mission, and the one-time dance hall and 
play house was transformed into a very comfortable cottage 
hospital. It overlooks the beautiful Malaspina Strait, and the 
coast range of mountains may be seen from its windows. , 

This necessitated the appointment of another doctor and 
another staff of nurses, whose work was chiefly among the miners 
of Marble Bay and the surrounding logging camps.

COLUMBIA II. 


As the work grew, the old Columbia was found to be 
inadequate, and a boat of greater speed and power has been 
built and launched, at a cost of $25,000.00. The ‘Columbia 
II.” is fitted up with a chapel, a library, a hospital equipped 
with an X Ray machine, a stretcher and all the necessaries for 
up-to-date medical and surgical work. 


GROWTH. 


The work of the Columbia Coast Mission has thus grown ia 
seven years to even larger proportions than was at first anticipated. 
Its influence has been very great among the settlers, lumbermen, 
and miners on the coast. The hospitals receive the sick and injured, 
the “Columbia” and the ‘“‘ Governor Musgrave ” call at the various 
camps administering to the sick, distributing literature, bringing 
patients to the various hospitals, and giving a helping hand gener- 
ally, besides being the means of bringing the Gospel into the lives

of the people. The Mission has been undoubtedly a great factor 
in the proper settlement of this part of the British Columbia Coast. 
The running expenses amount to about $25,000 yearly, and as the 
Mission is.only partly supported by the proceeds of the work, it will 
require the strong support of the people of the Province, as well as | 
the church generally in order to kecp the institution up to its present 
efficiency. 
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IMPORTANT TESTIMONY. 


A Nurse who served at Queen’s Hospital for two and 
a quarter years, stated that during that time 45 accident 
cases had been treated in that institution which could not 
possibly have lived to reach Vancouver. This means that 
45 lives were actually saved in that short time, when the 
institution was not more than one fourth its present size. 
The other hospitals are doing the ‘the same work and the 
Columbia’ has more than -once beengon-thesspot, fo save 


in the dangerous work of logging. 


One who came from Eastern Canada and made the round 
trip son the ““Columbia~--on “returning@to’ the East, publicly 
made this statement, ‘‘ The Columbia Coast Mission enterprise 
is the most wonderful example of practical Christianity I have 


ever seen.” 


The Kev. Canon Tucker, well known in Vancouver, for many 
years the Secretary of the Canadian Missionary Society, and 
now kector of St. Paul’s .Cathedral, London, Ontario; said, 
“The Columbia Coast Mission under the guidance of Rev 
John Antle has become one of the most original contributors 


to the work of modern Missions.

THE “GOVERNOR MUSGRAVE.” 


This handy little launch was presented by Lady Musgrave 
in memory of her husband, the late Governor Musgrave, who 
was the last Governor of British Columbia under the old 
regime, and who took a very active part in bringing the 
Province into the Dominion. Mr. F. Comley, a lay reader 
and student for the Ministry, is in charge of the launch during 
the summer months and has been instrumental in bringing 
the services of the Church-to outlying settlements and camps 
which otherwise could not be administered to. 


MANAGEMENT. 


The Mission has been incorporated under the Benevolent 
Societies Act of B.C. and is governed by a board formed of two 
Committees, one from the Diocese of Columbia, and the other from 
the Diocese of New Westminster. These two Committees meeting 
together form the governing board of the Mission, with the Bishop of 
Columbia as President and the Bishop of New Westminster as Vice- 
President. The Rev. John Antle is the Superintendent and The Rev. 
F. A. P. Chadwick is Hon. Secretary. 

A Finance Committee, with Mr. T. F. Barton as Secretary- 
Treasurer, is responsible for the finances of the Mission. 

The Rev. Mr. Houghton has been appointed as Financial Sec- 
retary whose duties are to canvass the general public of Victoria and 
Vancouver for subscriptions to make up the yearly deficit, which, 
as seen in the financial statement amounts to $7,500.00. In addition 
to this his efforts are directed towards reducing the floating debt.

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THE FUTURE. 


The Mission cannot remain stationary in a growing community. 
It must SpaDd 


In response to an appeal from Campbell River a doctor has 
been placed there, and arrangements are being made to build 
a small hospital. 


Now that hospitals have been placed at strategic points 
and the multiplication of steamers and boats has made it much 
easier, for patients to reach them, the sphere of the “Columbia” 
must be enlarged to take in the more distant camps and 
settlements, both for medical and church work. To do this it 
will be necessary to equip her with a more economical engine 
to replace the present one, which was second hand when 
we got it and at the present cost of gasoline is very expensive 
to operate, 


More definite church work must be inaugurated, which 
will make necessary two additional clergymen, one to centre 
at Quathaski and camps, and the other to visit the outlying 
camps and settlements. 


At least $10,000 a year, over and above what the 
Mission can earn, will be necessary to carry on this work, 
for which we appeal first to the business men of Van- 
couver and Victoria, and then to the general public of British 
Columbia, pleading the work which has been done in the past 
seven. years, and the importance of this work in the settle- 
ment of this part of the coast.
